that while there is almost as much lawlessness 
in Texas as there is in Chicago, Texas cannot 
compete with Tennessea when it comes to iu* 
security of life and property. It is just affec- 
tation on the part of that Tounossee man to at- 
tempt to make out that the man who has lived 
in that state for a number of years ia afraid t» 
como to Texas on account of lawlessness. 


Not long since a drummer, who was detained 


for a few days in thatveiy town of Lobanon, 
gave us an account of how ho amnaed himself 
while he was there. The loci; of hie grip-sack 
needed repairs, and ho took it to a gunsmith to 
Lave it repaired. The drummer was sitting 
behind the counter, when a leading citizeu 
entered with a gun, which he threw down on 
the counter with great indignation.

Informal Mnrriases.

It not infrequently happens that the parties 


drift into the marriage relation without any 
formal ceremony or celebration and without 
any act whatever oi' a third person. Can a 
valid marriage be entered into iu tbia way? 
This question is variously answered by the 
laws of the several states. 


1. The 
California and 
Iowa 
statutes 


provide that the parties may marry themselves 
by expressing, per verba tie present!, or in 
words of tha present tense, their agreement to 
be' husband and wife. 
S. The Connecticut, Delaware and Kan- 
sas statutes expressly nullify any marriage 
not solemnized in one of thexaodes prescribed 
by statute. 
1^ 3, In Now York and in ten or eleven other 
states where the statutes contain no words of 
nullity as to marriages by tho mere express- 
ed agreement of Hie parties, the courta hold 
such marriages to be valid by force of the 
common laws; and the view adopted by tho 
supreme court of the United States is thac the 
parties may marry themselves by expressed 
present consent, 
t»4. In 
Massachusetts and in 
four or 
five other states, whoao statutes are likewise 
without words of nullity op the subject, the 
courts hold that such marriages am not valid,

statutes of two states may bo substantially the 
saine, and yet rules diametrically opposed be 
adopted and enforced by the courts ol the two 
states respectively.

less a man than Thomae Jefferson, himself a 
bankrupt, jfho repeatedly resorted to semi- 
scrnpulouB means to keep his credit as high as 
his pretensions as a philanthropist; but ho 
made out hardly better than his political 
parent, Jean Jacques Rousseau, to whom Mr. 
Van Buren 
traced Mr. Jefferson's political 


opinions directly as can be seen from the pref- 
atory volume Van Buren published of what 
were meant to contain all hia political writings. 
He says that Rousseau was the author of 
the 
principle that 
tho 
governed 
are 


the sovereign 
and 
tho governing power 


ia the servant. Rousseau repudiated his own , 
offspring, as he relates, putting them in tho 
foundling box one aftor the other. Jefferson 
wrote to his son ia-law, Eppes, who was a 
bankrupt^ too: "No generation can contract 
debts greater than may be paid dm'ing the pe- 
riod of its own existence; therefore, neither 
the representatives of a nation, nor tho whole 
nation itself assembled, can validly engage 
debts beyond what they may pay in their own 
time—that is to say, within thirty-four years." 
Jefferson Davis, in Mississippi, and his fellow- 
patriots there, repudiated only three years 
after the faith of the state had been pledged. 
There are'two deeply ingrafted southern prin- 
ciples upon which no section nor community 
oor inah can prosper—murder and repudiation 
(otherwise theft), and they commonly go to- 
gether. 
Applying the foregoing matter to the two 


principal Democratic heroes, Jefferson and 
Jackson, we observe a strange condition of 
financial incompetence associated with very 
dubious methods of "raisiugthe wind."

ereon, who lived seventeen years after ha 
quitted the White Houao, and kept a poor-houso 
for all the "first" "chivalrio" families at Mon- 
ticcllo, entertaining, as Mr. Parton admits, 
fifty guests at a time, and keeping one family 
of ton persons sis months, first had •subserv- 
ient congress buy his library for $33,000, and 
then applied to the Virginia legislature for a 
lottery to raise money'on his land in order to

Jackson, of the now repudiating state of 
Tennessee, though he had been a merchant, 
planter, etc., had borrowed in 1842 from Blair 
and Hires, whom he had set up in business at 
the expense of the government, the sum of 
JIO.OGO that he never meant to return, and con- 
gress voted him the fine he had paid at New 
Orleans, with interest, amounting to $3,700 
just twenty years after he had mcurrad it. 
Monroe was buried by charity in New York, 
and was dunned by the constables of at least 
two states down to his death, although hs had 
received 1350,000 of the public money in salary 
aud foes; BO that 'nobody can quota him as a 
man wbose Bufferings came from his exces- 
sive honesty—rather from his excessive want 
of business senso, aad that is one-third tbo 
cause 'of state repudiation, the other two- 
thirds being "cussednesa" and personal dis- 
honesty.

Early Dtiys of Illinois Railroads. 


Mr. \V. K. Akerman, president of 


the Illinois Central railway, has giv- 
en an address before the Chicago 
Historical Society on "Early Illinois 
Lifiilways.'' 
It seems that the first 


mention <.>£ railways in tho state stat- 
utes was in 1831, when an act was 
passed for a canal and railway in St. 
Dlair county. It was in 1851 that 
the legislature enacted a bill to aid 
in building the Illinois Central. The 
road was linished in 1856. 
In 
1852 


there were but ninety-live miles of 
railway in Illinois; now there are 
over 13,000 miles, with $400,000,000 
of property, and the companies em- 
ploy directly 50,000 men. 
The Hon. 


John "\Ventworth stated that the 
man (himself) who had voted for the 
law in congress granting land aid to 
the Illinois Central Railroad, the 
man who had built the road, the 
minister (Dr. Patterson) who had 
preached the builder a sermon on 
his iirst Sunday in Chicago, and the 
present president of the railroad 
were all members of the society, and 
three of those men were then pres- 
ent, so that the society contained in

Valuable Documents. 


The Danville .Ve«> of yesterday stated 


that Hon. Robert T. Lincoln, secretary of 
war, has upon application of Gen. Black, 
presented for the use of the Danville 
public library a complete set of maps of 
all tho battles of the Rebellion. Another 
valuable historical contribution comes 
from the firm of Black & Blackburn. It 
is bound volumes of the National Intel- 
ligencer, published during the war of 
1812, and embraces the jenrs of 1811-17 
inclusive. Joseph Gales was its publish- 
er. This is a rare doaninent and very in- 
teresting. 
They further contribute a

The Barnard comet, which was, at 


the time of discovery, a faint telescopic 
ooiect, about one and one-half seconds 
of sire in diameter, is now approaching 
perihelion, which it will attain about 
November 7. At the brightest it will be 
but about three times as large as when 
first seen, and though it may possess 
features of great interest to the scien- 
tific observer, it will never cause a np- 
ple upon the .surface of the unscientific 
world. Without reference to any theo- 
ries advanced as to its identity, etc., it 
may be stated that tue Cruls comet, so- 
called, will take tbe front rank as a 
"popular" object. The many alleged 
naked-eye discoveries of late have simply 
been glimpses of this grand object by 
one or another person in one or another 
locality where the sky, at morning, was 
momentarily freed from the heavy clouds 
which have curtained the heavens so 
lono-oflate. One may see it with the 
unaided vision any clear morning now 
from four o'clock until near sunrise, it 
rises about forty minutes in advance of 
the great luminary, a little to the south 
of the hitter's point of appearance. Like 
a long, narrow, luminous cloud, mcun- 
n" southward, its tail first comes to 
view, eontnwting with perfect regulari- 
ty as the nucleus surmounts the line oi 
the horizon. 
The tail on yesterday 


morning wn« clearly outlined for a. dis- 
tance of ut loii=<t thirteen degrees from 
the nuclous und fwn that point a faint 
bifurcation could h- traced lor seven or 
ei"ht <IC<TCI>- Un-llier on a line with the 
alur UesTllu*. The nucleus shone with 
the magnitude of u iir-t magnitude star, 
and, in fuel, was faintly visible when 
Kcenlushad been extinguished by the 
dawn. The latest ephcmeries ot this 
oreat comet shows that, brilliant M it 
appears, it is now nl least as fm- distant 
from tho earth as is the sun, and that 
its distance from lh<> sun is about ,<V 
00^,000 of miles.— t'/'inii/ Ari/im.
